I. Claim 24-25, drawn to methods of mitigating retinoid irritation, classified in class 
514, subclass 725. 

II. Claim 26, drawn to methods of controlling the administration of hydrophilic or 
hydrophobic active agents, classified in class 424, subclass 59. 

III. Claim 27-29, drawn to methods of enhancing the penetration of lipophilic 
compounds into the skin, classified in class 424, subclass 401. 

The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following reasons: 

Inventions I, II, and III are unrelated. Inventions are unrelated if it can be shown that 
they are not disclosed as capable of use together and they have different modes of operation, 
different functions, or different effects (MPEP § 806.04, MPEP § 808.01). In the instant case 
the different inventions achieve different effects and have different functions. 

Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and have acquired a 
separate status in the art as shown by their different classification, and have acquired a 
separate status in the art because of their recognized divergent subject matter, restriction for 
examination purposes as indicated is proper. 

This application contains claims directed to the following patentably distinct species of 
the claimed invention: various lipophilic compounds and sugars. 

Applicant is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 to elect a single disclosed species for . 
prosecution on the merits to which the claims shall be restricted if no generic claim is finally held 
to be allowable.
